City Administrahon peresives in the false 


and malicious attacks upon the present Elec- 
tion law a desire on the part of Republicans 
to diseredit the fairest and strictest statute 
governing ballot-boxing that exists today in 
this country.” There is no false and mali- 
cious attack on the present Election law be- 
cause on the whole it works fairly well. But 
experience proves that it is defective in cer- 
tain particulars, and there is a loud demand 
for its amendment. Judge Scales and Com- 
missioner English, two leading Democrats 


who administer the law, were among the first’ 


to point to the defects and to suggest amend- 
ments. The provisions in reference to regis- 
tration especially are cumbrous and inconven- 
ient. They facilitate the operations of lodg- 
ing house repeating gangs, while they put the 
average busy working citizen to unnecessary 
inconvenience. The retention of the names 
of the Presidential registries for four years 
and of the intermediate supplemental regis- 
tries leaves too much to the discretion 
of the clerks «of election, On their 
carefulness, honesty, and courage it depends 
whether the lists are purged of the names of 
dead men and of those who have moved out of 
a precinct, Where the clerks are not careful 
or honest, or where through accident or 
manipulation they are of the same political 
party, the names of the dead men and of the 


| “removals” are retained for repeating pur- 


poses. This was the case in the Fifteenth 
Precinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward, where 
the two Democratic clerks neglected to make 
the canvass required by the law, and where 
dead men and missing ones in large 
numbers were voted for by repeat- 
ing toughs. In the tough precincts of the 
river wards the clerk who will make an 
honest scrutiny needs tobe a man of more 
than average personal courage and fearless- 
ness of violent assaults. Such men are not al- 
ways to be had in the tough precincts. The 
remedy for this state of affairs is to be found 
in the suggestion of the great anti-fraud Bat- 
tery D“ mass-meeting of Tuesday evening,

Election law providing for a totally new registra- 
tion for each election, two days of registration, 
and such other changes as will make the law con- 
form to that of New York State in this respect, so 
as to provide against those frauds which have 
grown up under the present system in our city. 
This suggestion or resolution ought to be 
acted upon at once. The amendments should 
be drafted and forwarded to Springfield im- 
mediately, and they should be incorporated in 
the City Election law before the General As- 
sembly adjourns. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC 80UTH BRANCH 
GRAB. 


Tun Tun printed yesterday the map, 
the joint production of the city and railroad 
officers, showing the injurious changes which 
will be made in the South Branch between 
Harrison and Twelfth by the ordinance for 
the benefit of the Northern Pacifid railway, 
that it may have more track room by en- 
croaching on the river, now before the Coun- 
eil. There is nothing in that map to cause 
Tan Tarox to modify in the least the opin- 
ions previously expressed by it. As the ordi- 
nance is to come up this evening for congider- 
ation Tun TN Un wishes again to call the 
attention of the Aldermen to the following im- 
portant points: 

The Supreme Court decided in the case of 
the City of Escanaba Steamer vs. Chicago 
that the South Branch was one of the naviga- 
ble waters of the Cnited States, and that while 
Congress had not then asserted its jurisdiction 
over it it could do so whenever it pleased, 
and that when it did so the absolute control 
previously exercised by the State of Illinois 
or the City of Chicago was at an end. Since 
that decision Congress has acted. The River 
and Harbor bill of Sept. 19, 1890, has the fol- 
lowing emphatic section: 

Sec. 7. That it shall not be lawful hereafter to 

commence the construction of any bridge, bridge- 
draw, bridge piers and abutments, causeway, or 
other works over or in any port, road, roadstead, 
harbor, haven, navigable river, or navigable 
waters of the United States, under any act of the 
Legislative Assembly of any State. until the loca- 
tion and plan of such bridge and other works 
have been submitted to approved by the Sec- 
retary of War, or to excavate or fill, or in any 
manner to alter or modify the course, condition, 
location, or capacity of the channel of said navi- 
gable water of the United States unless approved 
and authorized by the Secretary of War. 
_ The River and Harbor act says also that 
the creation of any obstruction not affirma- 
tively authorized by law to the navigable ca- 
pacity of any waters, in respect of which the 
United States has jurisdiction, is hereby pro- 
hibited.” 

Since the dock lines in the South Branch 
cannot be altered without the consent of the 
Secretary of War would not it be courteous as 
well as wise for the city authorities to ask that 
officer whether he has any objections to this 
proposed ordinance before passing it? Would 
it not be safer to ask the Secretary if he is 
willing that the capacity of the South Branch, 
already too small for the increasing commerce 
which uses it, shall be lessened more than one- 
third? 

That he should refuse to allow the ordinance 
to go into effect if, adopted is clear. Admit- 
tedly its object is not to help navigation. It 
proposes to narrow by sixty feet a stream 
none too wide now in order to give additional 
track room to a railroad. But usually what- 
ever is asked for the benefit of a railroad 
where navigable waters are concerned is for 
the injury of navigation. ‘The railroad is the 
natural enemy of the lake and the river. If it 
had ita own way it would fill them up or put 
artificial obstructions in them. 

The railroad proposes to damage the com- 
merce of a city whose tonnage is greater than 
that of any other port in the Republic and to 
acquire valuable property for itself. The city 
is to get the paltry return of two bridges, one 
of them to replace one which willdo duty for 
many years yet. The price of the damage is 
ridiculous, 

Further, even if the United States had not 
asserted its jurisdiction over the South Branch, 
the Council would not have the sole control of 
that stream. It is within the limits of the

Judge Gresham has said plainly enough 
that he is not a candidate; that he is thinking 
of his judicial duties only; and intends to 


attend to them alone. Nor even if he wished | 


to exchange the bench for the White House 


would he stand for a moment on such a plat- 


form as the Ocala or St. Louis one. He would 
accept no nomination from men who would 
expect him, if elected, to assist in carrying 
out such financial and economic follies. The 
Farmers’ Alliance would have to renounce its 
warehouse vagaries and its stumptail silver 
follies and its fiat money lunacies to get him 
as a candidate. 

Judge Gresham is against stumptail silver, 
against “ukase” ghinplasters, and against 
Government: warehouses for the storage of 
farm products in order to create a corner and 
establish a famine. But when the farmers of 
the West have had time to reflect and have 
freed themselves from the influence of the 
tonguy charlatans who have been running 
them of late, they too will be against these 
wild and reckless schemes of the Peffers and 
the Simpsons. 

One reason why they are for Judge Gresham 
is because his tariff position accords so closely 
with their own. He is against such reduction 
of duties as will gut down the wages of city 
workingmen, but, unlige the McKinleyites, he 
can think of the consumer as well as of the 
producer. He sees that the clothing of the 
people, which is a prime necessity of life, is 
the greatest single item of expense; that it 
costs more than fuel, or bread, or meat, or 
tea, coffee, and sugar together. Hence he 
feels that whatever will lower the cost of 
clothing without impairing the wages of an 
American workingman will confer a substan- 
tial and perceptible benefit on every man, 
woman, and child in the country, whether 
they live on forms or in the towns. 

Judge Gresham's position is in short the 
same as that of President Arthur when he was 
in Arthur’s Cabinet and the tariff revision of 
1883 was being made. He is for duties which 
will produce revenue and protect the Amer- 
ican wage scale and against duties which, by 
preventing foreign competition, lead to the 
formation of trusts and combines to exact 
exorbitant profits from the consumer. He 
was not for the McKinley bill, nor was he for 
the Mills bill, which contained many bad feat- 
ures with some good ones. He is against 
Democratic free-trade extremists and also 
against McKinley prohibitory tariff extrem- 
ists. He is strongly in favor of reciprocity of 
products with the Pan-American countries, 
just as Blaine ‘is, and stands then precisely 
where the mass of the farmers do who have 
studied the question. But before the Alliance 
pitch on him as their Presidential candidate 
they ought first to renounce impractical va- 
garies which he never will sanction; and, sec- 
ond, to find out whether under any circum- 
stances he will exchange the serene dignity of 
the bench for the thorny and bitter honors of 
the Presidency, 


PRESIDENT HARRISON'S SOUND AND SEN- 
SIBLE LETTER. 

That was a good, sound, common-sense epistle 
written by President Harrison to the men, many 
of them hot-teaded and visionary, who have as- 
sembled in convention on the Big Muddy with 
the professed intent of fusing the West and 
South for moonshine. projects in opposition to 
the conservative Eastern States of the Ameri- 
can Union. President Harrison was asked to 
attend, and his reply shows that, though ab- 
sent in body, he can be present in spirit to a 
degree far greater, and in, character far dif- 
ferent, to that which was apparently hoped 
for by some of those who invited him. His 
letter recites good, wholesome truths, and in 
such a plain way as to leave no excuse for the 
idle sophigtries by which it is sought to hood- 
wink the public into support of the wild vaga- 
ries advocated by the men who seem to have 
called the Kansas City convention. 

The President says that a home market is 
necessarily the best for the American pro- 
ducer (as far as it goes), and he believes it 
possible to obtain much wider markets for 
our surplus staple farm products; but this 
must bé done without impairing the home 
market by opening the manufacturing in- 
dustries to a competition in which European 
producers, paying a lower scale of wages, 
would havea great advantage. A policy that 
would reduce. the number of our people en- 
gaged in mechanical pursuits or diminish 


their ability to purchase food products by cut- 


ting down wages (to match the wages paid in 
Europe) cannot be helpful to agriculture. 

He reminds the convention that the plea the 
farmers make involves the concession that 
things may be too cheap, and that the farmer 
who claims a good living and profits for his 
crops oughit to concede the same for the prod- 
ucts if every. other man and woman who 
toils. It is not sound policy, the President 
says, to try to depress the price of city labor 
while demanding high prices for the product of 
the farm. The President expressed the belief 
that it will be possible to attain the desired 
end of good prices without the contrastive 
mischief. He has great confidence that 
further reciprocal free-trade arfangements 
will be perfected with the Central and South 
larged foreign markets for breadstuffs, meats, 
and an important line of manufactured prod- 


other dollar, and that there need be no fear as 


to an excess of money so long as any paper 


money issued or authorized by the Govern- 
ment is accepted in commercial use as the 
equivalent of the best eoined dollar we issue, 
and so long as every coined dollar, whether of 
silver or gold, is.assured of an equal vaiue in 
commercial use. The more of such money the 
better. But if we have dollars of differ- 
ent values, or purchasing powers, only the 
poorest will circulate and the best will depart ; 
and fluctuations and deptecrations in value 
are always at the first cost of the farmer and 
mechanic. Hence these ¢lasses require above 
all others a dollar of full value, with no fluetu- 
ations to be taken advantage of by the banker 
and speculator, who always anticipate, dis- 
count, and often profit by it. He writes: “It 
is very easy under the impulse of excitement 
or the stress of money stringency to fall into 
the slough of a depreciated or irredeemabie 
currency. It is a very painful and slow busi- 
ness to get out when once in. He also calis

Several Significant Features. 

There are several significant features in the 
correspondence made public today in addi- 
tion to the diplomat... argument proper. It 
will be observed that the Marquis Imperiali 
personally acknowledges the receipt of Mr. 
Blaine’s letter respecting Fava’s departure; 
that, while he transmits Rudini’s views, they 
are over his own signature; and that Secre- 
tary Blaine in his last letter (April 14) ad- 
dresses himself to the Marquis Imperiali. 
These facts may be regarded as final evidence 
that, so far from diplomatic relations between 
the two countries having been interrupted, 
they are on practically the same footing as if 
the Minister had not quitted Washington, for 
the Marquis appears to be discharging the 
full functions of Chargé d’Affaires and also 
as Minister. He received Secretary Blaine’s 
note last night, but its publication was. de- 
ferred until today in order to observe the pro- 
prieties and afford opportunity to the Mar- 
quis Imperiali to transmit the note by 
cable to his Government in advance of 
its publication to the world. Secretary 
Blaine’s note contains internal evidence that 
this Government has not been threatened if 
an answer was delayed, or of a disregard tor 
such a threat if it were made in the leisurely 
manner to which he states that the President 
has taken full time for consideration of 
the treaty questions involved. It is also 
noticeable that the Secretary promptly checks 
the attempt made by Rudini to commit the 
United States to a promise to pay indemnity 
by pointing to the guarded language of his 
first dispatch and indulging in a number of 
qualifications, the purpose of which is to re- 
quire a complete ‘demonstration of several 
matters that may be hard to demonstrate. 
Such, for instance, is the fact required to be 
legally shown that Louisiana officials connived 
at the killing of the Italians, or that they pur- 
posely failed to perform their duties. It is 
also significant that the Secretary has so far 
found small authority for the assumption in 
some quarters that the United States may 
prosecute the guilty parties in its own trib- 
unals; but it appears that the Department of 
Justice is still wrestling with the problem. 


APPRECIATED AT NEW ORLEANS. 


The secretary’s Letter Places Him High in 
Popular Esteem. 

New Ontrzans, La., April 15.—[Special. |— 
The position taken by Secretary Blaine is well 
appreciated here. The American Premier is 
thought to have said the’ right thing and dis- 
creetly left unsaid that which he might have 
been tempted. to utter. Blaine always was 
well liked in this city and his reply to the Ital- 
ian diplomat places him higher still in popu- 
lar esteem.

mob against the Mafia criminals in the Cres- 
cent City a month ago, was seen to-night by 
Tun Tano correspondent in regard to 
Blaine's letter to Rudini. 

„I think Mr. Blaine is perfectly right,“ 
said Mr. Wickliffe. “I am only surprised 
that he delayed so long in coming to the 
point. It looked to us for a little 
time as if he meant to admit the 
liabslity of this Government to Italy, and in 
one of his earlier communications he said in 
effect that this Government had never denied 
the right of indemnity.
